What is Metel t 


Thii question is daily asked, either 


mentally or orally, since the convenient 
& cent tola called "nickel" has come 
into general use, and but lew c»n give 
an intelligent answer. About the year 
1700 a peculiar ore was discovered in 
the copper mines of Saiony which had 
the appearance of being very rich, but 
io smelting it yielded no copper, and 
the miners called it kupfer-niekel, or 
false copper. In 1754 Conrtakt an- 
nounced tbe discovery of a new metal 
in kupfer-niekel, to which be gave the 
jrtve the name of nickel. 
It was in 


combination with arsenic, from which 
he could relieve it only io parts. The 
alloy of nickel and arsenic which he ob 
uined was white, brittle and hard, aod 
bad a melting point nearly as hieh as 
cast iron. It was not until 1823 that 
pure nickel was obtained by analysis of 
German silver. 
Uiilike silver, it w not 


aeted on by the vapor of sulphur, and 
even the strong mineral acids attract it 
but slightly. Nickel bis tbe hardness 
of iron, and like it, has strong magnetic 
properties, but cannot be welded, and it 
soldered with difficulty. Pure nickel 
bas heretofore 
been used chiefly for 


plating, for which purpose its hardness 
and power to resist atmospheric influen- 
ces, admirably adapt it. Within the 
last year the French have succeeded in 
rolling the metal into fine plates, from 
which spoons and other table furniture 
may be pruned. Mines of nickel are 
worked at Chatham, Ct,, and Lancaster, 
Pa., and it is said to be found at Mine 
La Motte, Mo., and at several points in 
Colorado and New Mexico, where but 
little attention is paid to it. It ia ex-'

can be completed in three years more 
time.
